The  following  aneodote,  although  more 
than  once  reprinted,  is  too  cLarsctvric  to  be 
omitted.  A  Parisian  bailiff  dying  in  es¬ 
treat*  poverty,  some  of  his  friends  urban¬ 
ized  a  subscription  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  his  interment,  and  one  of  them,  who 
knew  Dumas  intimately,  solicited  a  contri¬ 
bution  The  novelist,  without  questioning 
tbs  applicant  as  to  the  de-din  itioo  of  the 
money,  immediately  gave  him  a  l«uis ;  on 
which  the  other  observed  that  the  sum  col¬ 
lected  would  now  be  sufficient  to  insure  poor 

F - a  decent  burial.  **  Ah,**  said  Dumas, 

“  is  that  what  yon  want  it  tor,  to  bury  a 
bailiff  f  Why  didn't  you  say  so  before  t 
Take  another  lonis  while  yon  are  a  boat  It, 
and,  bury  two."  When  bis  drama  of 
"  Kean  ’’  was  produced  at  tbs  Varieties,  it 
was  specially  agreed  between  him  and  the 
manager,  Dartoia,  that  if  the  receipts  of  the 
first  thirty  perform  meet  ahould  attain  • 
total  of  sixty  thousand  franos,  Dumas  was 
to  have  two  tLoosand  franca  fur  In*  share; 
but  that  if  even  a  son  were  wanting  to  com¬ 
plete  the  sum,  he  should  receive  nothing. 
As,  however,  the  first  twenty-nine  night* 
had  brought  in  n  >  less  than  fifty-seven  thou¬ 
sand  nine  hand  eJ  and  ninety -nine  franca,
